I have been on vacation since February 24th, and will not return until next Monday. As a result, I am in 
the dark concerning inter-department correspondence regarding President Obama's visit to Denver this 
Wednesday. Through social media, I have heard from other Denver officers that Mr. Obama will be 
holding a media event at our Academy, and requests are being made (at Roll Calls) for uniformed 
officers to attend the event. I am assuming the Obama Administration wants a backdrop of uniformed 
officers (similar to the choreographed events when uniformed first responders stood behind the 
President during sequester warnings last month). 

The U.S. Senate is currently scheduled to vote on several anti-gun bills during the week of April 8th. One 
of these bills, being pushed by Senator Chuck Schumer, would prohibit the private transfer of firearms 
without the federal government's approval. So I am assuming the President's timing for his visit here has 
to do with Colorado's recent gun control legislation signed by Governor Hickenlooper. 

If this is the Obama Administration's agenda, to promote gun control legislation at the Federal level, and 
to use a Denver police facility (Academy) with uniformed Denver police officers as a backdrop, I have 
grave concerns. 

I am not attempting to be insubordinate, but I feel my 18-years of service with DPD has earned me the 
right to express appropriate concerns in a respectful manner. 

The current Second Amendment debate is emotional and entrenched along party lines. There is NO 
bipartisan consensus. The Democratic National Committee has clearly articulated their desire for gun 
control, background checks, gun registration, etc. The Republican National Committee is staunchly 
opposed, stating such legislation would encroach (infringe upon) the Second Amendment. As a casual 
observer of traditional and social media, this issue has boiled down to being either with the Democrats 
(liberals) or the Republicans (conservatives). 

I am concerned Wednesday's event at the Academy will portray the Denver Police Department as being 
on the side of the Democrats, and opposed to the Republicans. I am concerned Wednesday's event will

announce to the nation our agency is on the side of the Democratic National Committee, at odds with 
the Republican National Committee. 

With these feelings, I am against our police department taking either side. I don't think a major city 
agency, with our stature in the Colorado law enforcement community, should be an instrument of 
partisan political influence. Our role should continue to be providing services to insure our citizen's 
welfare and safety, not to endorse a political party's agenda. We should be neutral in these hotly 
contested political maneuvers, not players. 

My feelings for gun control legislation are not relevant; my issue is our agency, and my fellow officers, 
are being exploited to further partisan political influence. We should not be a player in this debate by 
taking the side of one political party over another. 

Should we gather at Headquarters, in uniform behind an elected official, to show support for anti- 
abortion legislation (after all, some of us feel it is criminal to take a human life in the womb)? Or stand 
behind an elected official, in uniform, beating the drum to censor the media because they impede our 
investigations? 

I have made an initial inquiry with the Denver Board of Ethics. Unfortunately, they will not convene until 
April 18th (and thus cannot offer an opinion on the ethical conduct I am concerned about the day after 
tomorrow). When I return from vacation, I will follow-up with Mr. Michael Henry. 

I just wanted to express my concerns (keeping in mind I am in the dark, I do not have all the facts, in that 
I am away and on vacation).
